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Rockwell Supporters Spew Stuff 
To Chicago High School Youths

CHICAGO (P-O) — There’s 
growing concern among princi- 
pals of Chicago high schools over 
their pupils’ participation in dis- 
semination of George Lincoln 
Rockwell's American Nazi Party 
hate literature. 

A high school youth here who 
was found distributing Nazi-orien- 
ted literature has followed orders 
of the Board of Education to dis- 
continue his activities. 

The youth, a student at Chica- 
go's Prosser High School, has been 
distributing several magazines 
prepared by George Lincoln Rock- 
well’s American Nazi Party. 

The 16-page magazine, the Na- 
tional Socialist Builetin, violently 
attacks Jews. It carries a swasti- 
ka on its cover. 

It also carries stories lauding a 
“Hate Bus’’ that carried uniform- 
ed Nazis into the South and car- 
toons mocking the Israeli court 
that tried Adolf Eichmann. 

Antone A. Geisert, the school 
principal, said the American Nazi 
Party has some followers in his 
school, but he said he did not know 
how many. 

He added 





that several other 


school principals told him at a 
meeting that they had the same 
problem in their schools. 

According to Geisert, the FBI 
and a special unit of the Chicago 
Police Department were engaged 
in an investigation of the maga- 
zine’s distribution and the student 
responsible for it. 

James H. Gale, special agent in 
charge of the Chicago office of the 
FBI would not comment on the 
investigation, 

After questioning the youth, Gei- 
sert said the youth had written for 
copies of the magazine to the Nazi 
Party headquarters in Arlington, 
Va. 

‘He told me he would comply in 
that he would stop distributing the 
magazine in school and would not 
have copies of it on school proper- 
ty,’’ said Geisert. 

He added that the student would 
not be subject to any disciplinary 
action if the incident is not repeat- 
ed. He said that the youth’s rec- 
ord showed no previous activities 
of this sort. 

Chicago police said that similar 
occurences that have arisen in oth- 
er schools were not considered 
serious,

Youths’ Death, Red Agitation, Fan Flames 





HAIFA (P-O) — Israeli Com- 
munists are charged with taking 
over the funeral of three of the 
five Arab youths shot by border 
patrolmen, 

The Communists used familiar 
techniques at the funeral here to 
fan Arab-Jewish hostilities during 
the continuing government crisis. 

Although post-mortem examin- 
ation showed the youths had been 
shot from a distance, confirming 
police reports they were slain for 
failing to heed orders to halt while 
attempting to cross into Egyptian- 
held Gaza strip territory, the 
Communists persist in spreading 
the story the youths were beaten 
then shot someplace inside Israel. 

Grisly Handiwork 

A grisly bit of the Red handi- 
work was their success in keep- 
ing uncovered the faces of the 
three whose funeral was held here 
last week. They wanted mourners 
to notice the bruised condition of

the three youths’ faces — bruises 
that authorities insist were inflict- 
ed at the post mortem. 

The Communist newspaper, Kol 
Ha’am, also carried pictures of the 
three bruised faces. 

Large contingents of police kept 
the funeral crowds under control, 
preventing a repetition of earlier 
rioting which injured scores. Au- 
thorities spread spikes on roads 
leading into Haifa to prevent pass- 
age of truckloads of Arab youths 
from outlying points. Hundreds of 
Arabs from other communities at- 
tempted to join the several thou- 
sand who demonstrated inside 
Haifa for several days before the 
funerals. 

Trouble at Acre 

The police were not so success- 
ful earlier at Acre, There, at least 
12 were sent to hospitals in the 
wake of Arab-Jewish clashes. Hun-

Writing in an ‘‘I-Was-There 
style, correspondent Joseph Left- 
witch tells of Holy Day happenings 
at the sole synagogue left in what 
was once a major center of Ju- 
daism. 

Leftwitch describes the syna- 
gogue he attended as a ‘‘Remnant 
of a Remnant.” When Leftwitch 
requested a pair of seats for the 
Holy Day services, he was told it 
would be “no difficulty”, and 
promptly received the tickets from 
one Mr. Frankel, president of the 
Federation of Jewish Religious 
Communities in Poland. 

“When we arrived,” Leftwitch 
recalls, ‘‘and found‘the small syn-

Another clash was prevented 
when authorities managed to 
break up a column of about 100 
Jews who were marching toward 
the Arab quarter, 

The rioting in Acre started when 
several hundred Arab boys and 
girls marched out of their schools 
to chant ‘‘Palestine is Arab’? and 
“Death to Ben-Gurion.’’ When they 
approached the Jewish quarter, 
reinforced by Arab adults, Jews 
were waiting for them. The ensu- 
ing injuries were evenly divided 
between Arabs and Jews. A dozen 
policemen were also hurt. 

In Nazareth, 2,000 Arab schoo 
boys milled about shouting ‘May 
Israel be Destroyed,’ “Long Live 
Nasser,’’ and “Down with Benes 
Gurion and his government of 
murderers.”’ 


Arabs’ Resentment 

The whole series of outbursts 
is seen as expression of Arab 
resentment of their special treat 
ment, The 200,000 or so members 
of the minority are, most of them, 
governed by special military, rath 
er than civil, rule. Arab leaders 
said the five youths shot had been 
attempting to leave the country 
because of lack of opportunity for 
them here. Three were from Haifa, 
The two others, an Arab and a 
Druse, were shot the next night, 
Monday, while attempting to leave 
from their villages of Ummel Fak 
hem and Sakhnin, 

The 2,000 Arabs who managed 
to attend the Haifa youths’ funeral 
did so without disorder. Calmer 
Arab heads also seemed to be pre- 
vailing with their pleas that the 
Arabs remain calm. 

In a completely unrelated dis- 
turbance, 400 Yemenite Jews 
claged with police in Tel Aviv 
Authorities had demolished two 
shacks erected in their quarter 
without license, 

Wearing black armbands, the 
Yemenites then marched out of 
their quarter to protest discrim- 
ination they contend arises from 
their having darker skins than 
other Jews. Twenty police were 
injured in the ensuing battles, 
which also wrecked a government 
information office, and disabled a 
police car, fire truck and a bus,

LONDON (P-O) — A prominent 
British rabbi believes Jews here 
are more integrated than Jews in 
America. 

Rabbi Dr. Louis Jacobs returned 
from an American tour with the 
observation: “It appeared to me 
that there is much less social 
mixing between Jews and their 
non-Jewish neighbors there.” 

Dr. Jacobs is the bearded rab- 
bi who had a brush with the law in 
one town in a mixup following the 
scare over plane highjacking by 
Cuban agents (P-O, August 25.) 

His tour was capped, reports 
London’s Jewish Chronicle, with 
appointment as “honorary citizen 
of Texas’? — probably the first 
British Jew so honored.

Tuna Latest Haul 
Of Israeli Seamen 


HAIFA (P-O) — The tuna fish 
sandwich at the corner luncheon- 
ette may be from Israeli-caught 
tuna in the future. 

Israel’s newest trawler, the Da- 
guite, has recently come back to 
home port loaded with 200 tons of 
tuna caught off the coast of West 
Afi ca. 

The big-fish haul marks the end 
of what used to be a Japanese 
monopoly in long-line tuna fish- 
ing. Paradoxically, a Japanese tu- 
na vessel helped train Israeli 
fishermen — until it was found 
out that the Daguite was being 
built for the tuna trade. 

The company owning the Da- 
guite (Somerfin) then turned to a 
Formosan company for help. Right 
now, the Daguite’s crew has a ma- 
jority of Formosans, but expecta- 
tions are that the Israclis will 
catch on quick enough to change 
that situation.

Dr. Jacobs also referred to the 
“circuit rabbi’ method of getting 
Sabbath services to Jews in out- 
lying communities. The only trou- 
ble is that the post is not very 
popular with rabbis, Dr, Jacobs 
reports. 

Dr. Jacobs was impressed with 
the physical presence of Ameri- 
can synagogues. ‘‘One hardly sees 
a synagogue there which is older 
than 20 years, and each new one 
was built at the cost of some $2 
million and has seating accomo-

dations for about 2,000.” 


‘Attendances are good, and one 
feature of synagogue life in the 
South is the popularity of the Fri- 
day night service which there con- 
stitutes the main Sabbath serv- 
ice, Another feature is the Sun- 
day breakfast, preceded by a serv- 
ice and concluded by a lecture 
on a Jewish topic.” 


Dr. Jacobs notes that early Re- 
form congregations in the South 
once were so radical that one of 
them refused to accept for mem- 
bership anyone who either ob- 
served kashruth or espoused Zion- 
ism. 


“Yet, despite the theological dif- 
ferences between the various re- 
ligious sections of the Jewish com- 
munity, and these differences are 
not overlooked, the degree of com- 
munal co-operation, particularly in 
the field of adult education, ap- 
pears to be much greater than in 
this country. But then, this seems 
to be characteristic of the Amer- 
ican-Jewish scene generally.” 





Rochester Jewish Students 


Shame Holiday 


ROCHESTER (P-O) — The 
problem of Jewish children ab- 
senting themselves from public 
school on Jewish holidays — only 
to show up hanging around the 
school buildings while non - Jew- 
ish students are in class — has 
been raised by Rochester, New 
York, rabbis. 


In a signed appeal from the 
board of rabbis which appeared 
last Friday in the Jewish Ledg- 
er (Rochester-Syracuse Edition), 
the rabbis urged all parents ‘to 
arrange for their children to stay 
out of school during the holidays 
and to attend religious services.” 

The ‘‘Appeal to Jewish Parents” 
went on to stress the spiritual ob- 
ligation to attend services, an ob- 
ligation which children should ful- 
ly understand when they are ex- 
cused from public school. 

In Miami, several years ago, 
similar complaints about the be- 
havior of Jewish youth at holiday 
time led to the schools’ superin- 
tendent’s requiring Jewish stu- 
dents to bring a note from their 
rabbi, stating where they would be

attending services. 

While Orthodox rabbi Tibor 
Stern welcomed the policy as a 
stimulant to observance, the other 
wings of Judaism opposed t he pol- 
icy as an encroachment of church- 
state separation. The note-requir- 
ing policy was dropped.

Much labor attends the coalition

The National Religious party 
can’t form a coalition with Aguda 
and Mapai alone.

Generally, a coalition is never 
formed in ‘such a manner that a 
small party could upset it at any 
time.

This is why speculation persists 
that if Mapai wants to form a 
coalition suitable to itself, it will 
have to bring in the leftist groups 
or the Liberals.

Yet it was a serious mistake. 

And knowing Rabbi Julius Mark as we do, we believe 
that he will want to do something to rectify this error. 


As it was Eli Eliezer spent part of Rosh Hashonah in 


Bellevue Hospital. He was released when The Post and 


Opinion pointed out to officials that they were holding 
the man on no charge and were therefore committing a 
viclati-n of the law that could lead to serious conse- 
qucness. 

As to the contents of the pamphlet, it is easy enough 
to conciude that they are the brainwork of an insane per- 
son 

Yet no Jew can dare take this position, unless he is 


willing to write off the prophets. 

In a sense then Eli Eliezer is a modern prophet, not 
only in what he had to say to American Jewry, but in 
the way he was treated. 

If his strictures against the rabbinate are what has 
led him to jail on several occasions, we might compare 
what Een Eliezer had to say about the lives Jews of Amer- 


ica live today and what rabbis preach in their sermons. 


No rabbi could last a week in a pulpit who laid down 
the law the way Eli Eliezer said it. 

Yet no rabbi today can deny that Eli Eliezer is speak- 
ing the truth as he sees it. 

If the rabbis do not like what Eli Eliezer had to say 
about them, then that shows they are human. But it 
also shows that the priests of Jewish life have learned 
little in the past 2000 years. 


As for Temple Emanu - El, we feel that it may want to 
retrieve its error, first by printing in its bulletin the 
full contents of Eli Eliezer’s pamphlet, then by either 
using it for a sermon or series of sermons, or for study 
in some of its excellent adult study groups. 


It makes no sense to read portions of the prophets 
from the pulpit each week, and then persecute a modern- 
day prophet, whether you like what he has to say or not. 





What's Wrong With ORT? 


Not too many Jews know about ORT. It never fights 
anyone. It never threatens to withdraw from a welfare 
fund. It doesn’t hold testimonial dinners. In fact, when 
you consider it, you have to concede that ORT is probably 
suffering in recognition because it doesn’t stoop to these 
activities of the present day top national Jewish organiza- 
tions. 


ORT trains and retrains young Jewish people so they 
can become self-sufficient workers. It has been doing this 
successfully for decades,_its origin dating back to central 
Europe where it established vocational schools in the days 
when various occupations and professions were beginning 
to be closed to Jews. 


Now the U.S. Government through its International 
Cooperation Administration in Washington has asked ORT 
to pioneer in vocational education in eight African nations, 
most of them newly-independent. 


The first team of specialists of ORT left New York 
for Africa this month. 


Here then is a Jewish agency, highly successful in its 
field, and still all - important to Jewish life in areas 
like North Africa and Israel, working to help the general 
community. 


This is a most beneficient development. 


Many advances in social work, first introduced by 
Jewish agencies, have now become standard in the wel- 
fare field. 


This is democracy at work, and the idea of a pluralistic 
society at its best, i 
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We don’t know what it was, and very 
likely it was a combination of things, but 
our Yom Kippur and Rosh Hashonah 
didn’t seem to be as significant this year 
to us as we had prophesized in that ed- 
itorial we wrote for the issue of Sept. 8. 

Perhaps it was the subtle effect of the 
dialogue with the children working on 
our subconscious. Or it could have been 
the fact that we read over Prof. Harlow 
Shapely’s speech in the 1960 yearbook 
of the Central Conference of American 
Rabbis. We had heard Prof. Shapely, the 
famous Harvard astronomer, deliver the 
speech. In fact we reported it for The 
P-O. We reread it because we had referred 
to it in our discussions with the children 
on religion. 

To start off, we had the traditional 
guests both for Rosh Hashonah and Yom 
Kippur (about ten each holiday). We had 
expected soldiers, as annually we enter- 
tain whomever the local committee sends 
to us, but this time soldiers must have 
been scarce, for it was only late in the 
afternoon that we were called to learn 
that two soldiers were to share the meal 
with us. 

When the soldiers arrived, they had 
their gear or whatever it is called with 
them. They were under the misunder- 
standing that we would be able to put 
them up for the two days. As it happened, 
our eldest had brought his new bride with 
him from Chicago, so the Cohens’ ten 
went up to eleven, and if you wonder how 
ten lived in a three bedroom house, you 
can try the puzzle of squeezing one more 
into the three-bedrooms. As for the sold- 
iers, we didn’t try. 

We got on the phone and began call- 
ing those we thought might welcome the 
traditional opportunity of a stranger on 
the high holidays. 

We thought in terms of almost one of 
the first lessons of the Bible, when Abra- 
ham sees the three strangers approaching 
in the heat of the day. 

When everyone we called, most of 
them with large spacious homes, had an 
excuse, we learned a lesson ourselves. 

We don’t believe that any of those 
called were not the most hospitable peo- 
ple there are, They just weren’t thinking. 
Here again it’s something like the of- 
ficials of Temple Emanu-El of New York 
and Eli Eliezer. No one has malice. And 
no one wouldn’t be happy to have as 
guests two soldiers, 

But they don’t want to be called at 

last minute. 

Yet, if you come to think about it, 
there’s something wrong. When Jews were 
stone poor, the father went looking as the 
Sabbath approached for a stranger to feed, 
even though there wasn’t enough food for 
the family. This was the Jew of the stetl. 
Now that Jews have so much they live 
like kings, they’ve forgotten a cardinal 
Jewish virtue. 

Have they really forgotten? No, they 
haven't. For the people we called are 
the ones who lead the community in giv- 
ing, and annually add thousands of dol- 
lars to swell the total raised in the United 
Jewish Appeal drives. In fact, one of 
them was so nice as to house for several 
weeks a Dartmouth University professor 
(our college roommate) and his wife, 
for a week when they arrived to visit us 
some twenty years ago. 

So you see it’s a combination of for- 
getfulness and the loss of Jewish values. 

Of course, when Helen called the 
Dietzes they were delighted to have the 
soldiers, and everything turned out hap- 
pily ever afterward. 

Before leaving the subject we want 
to say that hospitality in the Je wish 
sense doesn’t mean opening your home to 
the visiting dignitary or the speaker at 
the open forum. It means taking in the

begrimed stranger who needs your minis- 
trations and your help. 

On Yom Kippur morning, we looked 
about us as the services were progressing, 
and although every last one of them was 
the child of an Orthodox family, only about 
fifteen per cent were able to join in the 
melodies. We don’t think that the per. 
centage would have been much higher 
for those reading the Hebrew prayers. 

It must be a very dissatisfying exper. 
ience to attend services and be wholly 
unknowing. Even for us, product of a 
Talmud Torah, much of the Yom Kippur 
prayers need interpretation. 

We plead again for the spiritual , 
leader who'll eliminate some of the pray- 
ers for lessons about the prayer service 
and the meanings of the liturgy. 

To get back to Shapely’s speech, we 
found on rereading it that some of the 
questions of the rabbis addressed to the 
astronomer brought answers that were 
not as scientific as they might have been. 
As we told you above, we heard the 
speech delivered, and no one in that au- 
dience could have helped but been spell- 
bound. Yet the attempts of the rabbis to 
challenge some of the mechanistic views 
of Prof. Shapley seemed at the time puny. 

On rereading these questions, and the 
answers to them, we got a totally dif- 
ferent impression. We found the ques- 
tions searching, and we found the an- 
swers evasive. Two of the rabbis asked 
Shapely how science answered free will 
and ethical behavior. The answers, if 
answers they were, were to the effect 
that in the revolution of man his ethics 
were involving into a higher order also, 
Quite weak we thought. 

We find our young people, our Jew- 
ish young people, with the preconceived 
notion that Judaism is valueless in to- 
day’s world. And although they are just at 
the period when they are learning to chal- 
lenge everything, they are human to the 
extent that when they find someone 
who seems to verify their preconceiv- 
ed notion, they close their minds to any 
other possibility. 

The prevailing non-Jewish opinion, 
such as that Christianity is the successor 
to Judaism, the harsh religion, they are 
willing to swallow. It’s not an easy mat- 
ter to move them fr om these entrenched 
positions. 

To be fair to Prof. Shapley, we should 
say that he’s intensely interested in find- 
ing some reconciliation point of departure 
between science and religion. He is active 
in many groups working toward this end. 
As for his own views, he freely admitted 
that he was an agnostic, and that no 
scientist worthy of the name was an 
athiest. That scientists had no answers to 
the ‘‘why”’ of the world and the universe, 
was his reason for exploring with re- 
ligionists the areas of potential agreement, 
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Frank Wishes Labor Zionists Luck, But Poale Zion Official Points to

sarcasm. I am grateful to Profes- 
sor Spicehandler for his excellent 
English translation of my Hebrew. 

In that passage M. Z. F. speaks 
of ‘‘signs of a revival’’ in the La- 
bor Zionist ranks, due to the ‘‘new 


generation” (like Spicehandler) 
who “could revive the spirit of 
the party and infuse new blood’’, 
The implication is that the move- 
ment needs reviving and that the 
old blood is getting thin. 

In my column in POST and 
OPINION, to which Spicehandler 
takes objection, I tried to make 
the point that the Labor Zionists 
of America, like all Jewish groups 
in this country, have undergone a 
gradual evolution in attitudes and 
ideology, but that they sometimes 
refuse to draw the logical conclu- 
sions, especially where their speci- 
al status is concerned vis-a-vis Is- 
rael. The case of Cruso’s letter 
to Ben-Gurion was an illustration. 

Professor Spicehandler quotes 
official resolutions to prove that 
there has been no change in the 
socialist views of the Labor Zion- 


ists. Official resolutions are emi- 
nently inadequate as evidence of 
real attitudes, but if this is the 
future program of the Labor Zion- 
ists, I sincerely wish them luck. It 
takes a great deal of courage in 
America these days to advocate 
the introduction of nationalized 
and co-operative sectors in the 
economy alongside the private sec- 
tor and enjoying equal rights with 
it. 

As for attitudes toward re- 
ligion, Spicehandler admits there 
has been an evolution and that 
what used to be a minority atti- 
tude has by now gradually be- 
come a majority attitude. 

I wish Spicehandler and his com- 
rades luck in their endeavor to 
build up a movement of American 
Jews ‘‘who believe in the funda- 
mental unity of the Jewish peo- 
ple,” ete., etc., and who are dif- 
ferent from ‘‘suburbanite status- 
seekers” of ‘‘conformist, country- 
club Judaism,”’ etc. Incidentally, I 
did not say that there is no dif- 
ference between the Labor Zion- 
ists and the American Jew- 
ish Committee. What I did say is 
that it would take a powerful mi- 
croscope to detect the difference 
between the program of the Far- 
band Summer seminar and a siin- 
ilar seminar of the B’nai B’rith. In 
the case of the American Jewish 
Committee, I suppose a trained 
observer can spot the difference 
even without eye-glasses. But that 
is still no reason why Ben-Gurion 
should not be free to address a 
reply to Jacob Blaustein. He does 
not have to ask permission of the 
Committee, any more than he has 
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to get the green light from the 
much more useful Presidents’ 
Club. All this guesswork about 
Ben-Gurion’s intentional snub to 
the Zionists by timing his Blau- 
stein letter or about who denigrat- 
ed whom does not interest me 
any more than it interests mil- 
lions of other Jews. 

I am not aware of a case where 
Ben-Gurion refused to reply to the 
Presidents’ Club or the Actions 
Committee or any group or in- 
dividual who addressed him on a 
matter he considered important. 
The other day he sent a gracious 
letter of encouragement to Osher 
Wolk who is about to publish in 
New York a juvenile magazine in 
Hebrew. Presumably Osher is 
kosher but Blaustein is traif. 

It is the duty of any Prime 
Minister of Israel to make friends 
of any Jewish group in the world. 
It is not his business to appoint 
heads over American Jewry by 
granting recognition to some and 
witholding it from others, accord- 
ing to the dictates of American 
Zionists. 

Now, to go back to the editorial 
in HADOAR by M. Z. F. I wrote 
it after a meeting with David Gold- 
berg, then the newly-elected Sec- 
retary of the Labor Zionists. Dave 
assured me that the Labor Zion- 
ists had ‘‘decided to recognize the 
State of Israel’’ and to concentrate 
on work among the Jews in Ameri- 
ca. 

I am sorry to see that Ezra 
Spicehandler has not yet come 
around to giving full recognition 
to the State of Israel, but pre- 
sumes the prerogative to appoint

Fly El Al for Homey Preview

HAIFA — When Israel dis- 
patched its first rocket into the 
upper atmosphere the world took 
note that this 
little country

tle country can keep pace with 
the giants. 

Yet in the field of international 
aviation Israel stands (or flies) 


right up among the biggest of 
them. It is difficult to believe that 
only two years ago there were Is- 
rael government officials who 
Still pondered if it were worthwhile 
for El Al to acquire jet planes. 
There were cautious men who ob- 
jected: the maintenance expenses 
would be too great; the competi- 
tion would be too much for Israel; 
hew developments might make the 
expensive planes rapidly obsolesc- 
ent, and Israel simply could not 
Stand the expensive pace. 
Fortunately, the over-cautious 
views did not prevail, and Israel 
remained true to its policy of 
constant aviation progress — a pol- 
‘cy which made news previously 
When El Al streaked across the 
Atlantic in its Bristol Britannia 
turbo-props almost before the Bri- 
lish manufacturers of the plane. 
For Israel El Al is more than 
just a transportation line. It is one 
of the nation’s vital institutions. 
tt is a major link with the’ out- 


side world. In the face of any 
security contingency, when other 
lines may find it convenient or 
advisable to stay away from Is- 
rael, as most of them did in 1947- 
48, it is good to know that we 
have our own planes to keep the 
sky-lanes open. The line is an im- 
portant arm of national security, 
and no investment put into it can 
be too great. Thus it is that one 
who flies by El Al is — on top of 
everything else — making an eco- 
nomic contribution to Israel’s se- 
curity as important as any contri- 
bution to the national funds. 


This might make it seem that 
flying by El Alis sort of a duty 
which one ought to fulfill, pleas- 
ant or not. Quite the contrary. A 
stuffy British traveller not long 
ago complained that he did not 
li-ke El Al; there was no disci- 
pline among the passengers. What 
he meant was that there was none 
of the cold formality which is 
sometimes mistakenly associated 
with efficiency. If you expect to 
curl up in a corner and read a 
book the whole way to Israel, you 
don’t have to go via El Al. For 
here you don’t travel alone. The 
whole plane load is with you. The 
man across the aisle will tell you 
whom he is going to visit and why; 
the returning Jerusalemite will in- 
vite you to drop in and visit; the 
lady in the seat ahead, after apolo- 
gizing for dropping her hat in your 
lap, will show you letters from 
her son. Religious or not, you will 
come a little closer to spiritual 
understanding when the orthodox 
passengers don thir ‘‘tefillin’’ and 
face the rising sun in the east as 
the plane heads for the shores of 
Irael at 25,000 feet. 


There are some hotel lobbies 
which are depressingly chill in

their formality. There is none of 
that on El Al. There is a buzz of 
conversation and friendly laughter, 
and much coming and going up 
and down the aisle. It’s part of the 
fun of travelling with new-found 
friends, and it is one of the things 
that makes El Al distinctive. 


And yet, gone are the days when 
it might have been thought of as 
a sort of Bronx Express. It is 
more than just a Jewish airtine. 
Because of its international repute, 
and the fact that it services a 
number of countries — like South 
Africa, Greece, Turkey, Iran, not 
to sepak of all major airports in 
western Europe — it is attracting 
more and more non-Jewish passen- 
gers. They like the service, they 
like the friendly atmosphere — 
and they have confidence in a com- 
pany which is always making im- 
provements. El Al’s management 
always has something new to add. 
For example, they were the first 
to institute commercial telephone 
service in flight. So, if you recall, 
two hours out of Idlewild, that you 
forgot to turn off the gas, why, 
just lift the receiver in mid-air 
and call the folks back home! 


This isn’t a commercial plug 
in the strict sense of the word 
because El Al is not a private con- 
cern. It is a public company whose 
shares are owned by the Govern- 
ment of Israel, the Jewish Agen- 
cy, the Zim Line and the Hista- 
druth, with the government hold- 
ing the controlling interest. 

Relatively, it is a small line, 
and Israel is-a small country, but 
El Al has the pride, the standards, 
the ambitions and the service rec- 
ord of the biggest of them. The 
Israelis will tell yeu it’s the best 
in the world, but of course they 
are prejudiced.

for Israel’s Prime Minister a 
spokesman through whom he may 
be permitted to address any group 


of American Jews. 

All power to Professor Spice- 
handler and all those who seek 
in the United States ‘‘the develop- 
ment of a democratic Jewish com- 
munity’’, etc. But is is not the 
business of the Prime Minister of 
Israel to try to coerce any group 
of American Jéws into joining the 
endeavor. His chances of succeed- 
ing would be much smaller than 
his chances of antagonizing the 
group.

Facetious, tongue-in-cheek arti- 
cles have become so much a part 
of the world of journalism that 
one hesitates to react to their 
glib distortions. Nevertheless, be- 
cause M. Z. Frank rarely descends 
to this slick style of writing, I 
believe that he ought to be called 
to task for the rather unfair arti- 
cle on the Labor Zionist movemeni 
which appeared in your columns 
early in August. 

Mr. Frank was reacting to an 
open letter which Pinchas Cruso, 
president of the Labor Zionist Or- 
ganization, sent to Prime Minister 
David Ben-Gurion. 

In his letter, Mr. Cruso objected 
to the singling out, as a spokesman 
for American Jewry, an organiza- 
tion whose platform specifically 
denies the concept of Jewish peo- 
plehood and which has steadfast- 
ly refused to join the ‘‘Presi- 
dent’s Club’’ or any other national 
Jewish council in the belief that 
coordinated action of Jewish 
groups in this country might be 
construed as Jewish nationalism 
or Jewish isolationism. Mr. Cruso 
and Zionists like him do not ques- 
tion the Jewish loyalty of mem- 
bers of the Committee or their 
record of philanthropic support 
for Israel. They do question the 
philosophy of the Commit- 
tee’s leadership because they are 
convinced that it will ultimately 
lead to assimilation. 

I take even more strenuous ob- 
jection to Franks’ assertion that 
the Labor Zionism of today is a 
watered-down version of the old 
‘‘give-them-hell”’ type of pre-State 
Poale Zionism. 

Labor Zionism has not whittled 
down its socialist or Zionist pro- 
grams; it has merely adjusted 
them to the changing times. As 
regards its socialism, it has not 
moved any further to the right 
than any of the great European 
socialist movements nor beyond 
the position taken by Mapai in 
Israel. To quote our current plai- 
form: 

Labor Zionism, drawing its 
inspiration from the visions of 
the ancient Hebrew prophets, 
as well as from the modern 
struggles for freedom and 
justice, is dedicated to the rise 
of a cooperative labor society 
in the State of Israel and is de- 
voted to the establishment ail 
over the world of a social or- 
der based on the following 
specific democratic and _his- 
toric Socialist principles: 

1. The abolition of econom- 
ic exploitation of man by man 
and group by group and the 
freeing of mankind from the 
ravages of national conflict 
and class warfare; 

2. The establishment by 
peaceful methods and demo- 
cratic processes of a society in 
which every person, protected 
in his individual freedom and 
human dignity, will enjoy 
equality in economic opportu- 
nity, in social status, and in 
the quest-for spiritual fulfill- 
ment; 

3. The opportunity for all 
peoples, in cooperation with 
one another, to develop freely 
and to the fullest possible ex- 
tent their material] and cultural 


potentialities. 

Only a just economic founda- 
tion can support a free wel- 
fare state in which the needs 
of all people are democratical- 
ly served, in which full em- 
ployment based on individual 
abilities is provided and in 
which the cleavage »actween 
industry and agriculture is re- 
solved. Labor Zionism believes 
that the present circumstances 
require a mixed economy 
composed of three sectors — 
nationalized, cooperative and 
private: these to complement 
each other, making possible 
planning without regimen- 
tation and voluntary collectiv- 
ism alongside of individual en- 
terprise. 

On aliyah, too, our program 
is crystal clear: 

Labor Zionism rededicates it- 
self to organizing American 
Jewish participation in Kibbutz 
Galuyoth by a steadily in- 
creasing aliyah to Israel. 

The Labor Zionist movement ap- 
peals to Jews who believe in the 
fundamental unity of the Jewish 
people and in the centrality of Is- 
rael in Jewish life, in the primacy 
of the Hebrew language for Jewish 
creativity and survival. We believe 
in the great social teachings of 
historical Judaism and endeavor 
to interpret them to fit contem- 
porary society. We enjoy the beau- 
ity and warmth of Jewish foik 
ways and Yiddish culture. Here in 
the United States we would like to 
see the development of a demo- 
cratic Jewish community and not 
one controlled by the big contri 
butors to Jewish charities. 

A few weeks ago a journalist 
who, like Mr. Frank, writes, in 
both Hebrew and English and 
signs his articles with the initials 
M.Z.F., published an editorial in 
HADOAR in which he stated: 

“Tt is worth noting the signs of 
a revival in the Labor Zionist 
camp... A new generation of na- 
tive American leaders is emerg- 
ing, among them men of ability 
and with a background in Hebraic 
education, These people could re- 
vive the spirit of the party and 
infuse new blood into the entire 
movement.”’ 

We believe that the views of the 
second M.Z.F. are closer to the 
truth. We invite him and all who 
agree with us to join in this re- 
vival,

With the High Holydays behind 
them and registration for Sunday 
and mid - week Hebrew schools 
about complete, 
congregations in 
city and suburb 
begin. a year 
long program 
of worship and 
study. For some 
synagogues, the 
first problem to 
be faced is the 
lack of ade- 
quate facilities. 

Schoen This may 
have been made obvious by the 
crowding of ticket limitations at 
the High Holyday Services. Fam- 
ilies may have voiced strong ob- 
jection when assigned to the late 
or early sessions of the duplicate 
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services or to being assigned 
‘‘downstairs’’ to the parallel ser- 
vice. Still worse, are the irate 
3arents who must serve as chauf- 
feur to children who attend early 
or late school sessions or siblings 
who are divided between Saturday 
and Sunday schools, a_ practice 
prevalent in Reform  congrega- 
ions. 

With these complaints ringing in 
cheir ears, Trustees will begin the 
discussion which in most instances 
will lead them to the conclusion 
that they must have a new or en- 
larged building. While the conclu- 
sion may be inescapable, so too 
will be the rejoinder, ‘‘How do we 
get the funds?’’ To some trustees 
chere are two words which are 
anathema — deficit and fundrais- 
ing — and adding to the syna- 
gogue’s physical facilities raises 
ihe spectre of both. 

At a session of the Church Ar- 
chitectural Guild several years ago 
one of the leading bankers of De- 
troit was speaking to a workshop 
devoted to financing church build- 
ing. He was patiently expounding 
on the reasons why banks are not 
anxious to extend mortgage money 
to churches. He pointed out that 
should a bank foreclose church 
property it had little value — ex- 
cept as a church. What’s more, 
to foreclose a church was the 
worst possible public relations for 
a bank! 

At the close of the banker’s re- 
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marks there was a question and 
answer period. A minister rose 
and in a soft, almost timid voice, 
asked whether many churches had 
defaulted on their obligations and 
whether many banks had to re- 
sort to foreclosure proceedings? 
Vhen the banker apologetically 
replied that he had no figures, the 
minister produced a magazine and 
proceeded to quote from an auth- 
oritative banking source to the ef- 
fect that churches and synagogues 
aad a remarkable record — few 
if any bankruptcies and only a 
uandful of the thousands. of 
churches and synagogues had ever 
defaulted on their mortgage obli- 
gations, even during the height of 
the great depression! 


In the synagogue field we have 
some highly encouraging figures 
taken from the just published Sy- 
nagogue Research Survey No. 6 
on “Temple Finances and Mem- 
bership Income’’. This important 
addition to the ongoing research 
program of the National Associa- 
tion of Temple Administrators and 
the Office of Synagogue Adminis- 
tration of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations (Reform) 
gives us some vivid insights into 
the financial health of the con- 
temporary synagogue.

David Ben Gurion, the greatest 
Jew of modern times, is 75 this 
week.

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Jews of North Africa Breathe Easier As 
Morrocco, Tunisia, Relax Restrictions 


Things rapidly became more 
peaceful for Norta African Jews 
im recent days. Authorities appar- 
ently decided freedom of move- 
ment for Jews doesn’t necessarily 
mean aliyah, 

In Morocco, all Jews living in 
the Casablanca area — nearly half 
of the Arab nation’s total 180,000 
of Jewish faith — now are free 
to apply for passports to travel 
abroad. This is the first time Jews 
have had the right to apply for 
foreign-iravel passports since Mo- 
rocco became an independent na- 
tion five years ago. 

In Tunisia, arbitrary police op- 
pression of the Jewish population 
has suddenly lifted, although not 
entirely abated. 

The Moroccan ‘‘New Deal’’ for 
Jews came in the form of a di- 
rective from the governor of Cas- 
ablanea, Col. Driss Ben Aomar. 
He directed that Jews must hence- 
forth be granted the same right 
to receive passports for foreign 
travel that all other Moroccan cit- 
izens have. 

Previously, Jews applying for 
passports were required to prove 
ihat their destinauon was not Is- 
rael,. Even then, they experienced 
iong delays in receiving the docu- 
ments necessary to pass the coun- 
try’s international frontiers. 

Meanwhile, another problem of 
the Moroccan Jewish community 
persists. reports The Jewish 
Mon.hly, voice of the community. 
The publication says authorities 
have yet to solve the problem of 
Jewish youths’ converting to the 


Moslem religion in order to escape 
their parents’ authority. 

Officials of the Council of Jewish 
Communities have asked the gov- 
ernment to help discourage such 
actions as young girls’ stating 
they wanted to convert out of Ju- 
daism so they could marry Mos- 
lems without their parents’ con- 
sent, 

On the positive side of recent 
developments for Moroccan Jews, 
on the other hand, is a report that 
lifting of passport restrictions has 
greatly raised the spirits of the 
Jewish community. 

Meanwhile, two Jewish leaders 
who had attended last month’s 
Geneva meeting of the World Zi- 
onist Organization, replied to Mos- 
lem newspaper criticism of their 
action. Mare Sabbah and David 
Azoulay sent open letters to the 
Moslem-owned newspapers explain- 
ing that their participation in the 
Zionist meeting had been solely to 
report, in private capacity, on the 
condition of Morocco’s Jews. 
Thanks to their reports, the two 
related, the Zionist Organization’s 
president Nahum Goldmann said 
he is satisfied with conditions in 
the Moroccan Jewish community, 
and has confidence in the ‘‘wisdom 
and perspicacity’’ of Morocco’s 
King Hassan II. 

In still another development 
symptomatic of recent develop- 
menis for Morocco’s Jews, King 
Hassan’s brother, Prince Moulay 
Abdullah, represented the royal 





family at the Yom Kippur services

In the Tunisian situation, Lon- 
don’s Jewish @hronicle predicts a 
lessening in the flow of Jewish 
refugees for France in the fact of 
relaxed policy supervision of Tu- 
nisian Jews. 

As many as 1,000 Jews a week 
had been fleeing policy oppression 
in Tunisia. 

Former French Premier Pierre 
Mendes — France had been among 
French notables who had prepared 
a plea to Tunisian president Habib 
Bouguiba to order an end to Jews’ 
persecution. But the encouraging 
news of voluntary relaxation of 
the oppression led the French 
group to abandon the plea idea, 
says the Chronicle. 

Still, the French Jewish United 
Social Fund has felt it necessary 
to open a special Paris office to 
aid Jewish refugees from North 
Africa. One of the problems is that 
of refugees from Tunisia who do 
not have Tunisian citizenship. The 
Paris police head had promised 
they would be given asylum in 
accordance with French law. Also, 
the legal status of refugees of Tu- 
nisian citizenship is also in doubt.

Dies in San 


SAN FRANCISCO (P-0) — Louis 
E. Goodman, 69, Chief Judge of 
the Federal District Court in San 
Francisco, died here recently of a 
heart attack. 


Appointed to the federal bench by 
President Roosevelt in 1942, Judge 
Goodman was also a scholar, bib- 
liophile, philanthropist and civic 
leader. 


During World War Two Judge 
Goodman restored U.S, citizenship 
to 2700 West Coast residents of 
Japanese ancestry who had been 
detained at Tule Lake. Also, it was 
his ruling that stopped the denat- 
uralization proceedings against 
Harry R. Bridges, president of the 
International Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen’s Union. 

In the recent Chessman execu- 
tion at San Quentin, the Judge’s 
office played a harrowing part. 
Seconds after Chessman entered 
the gas chamber the Judge tried 
to reach the prison to stay the 
execution for one hour while he 
considered a last-minute plea of 
Chessman’s lawyer.
